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Analysis

The Fifth Congressional District 
primary election in September was 
featured by a nine candidate rush to 
fill the vacancy created by Paul 


Tsongas’ decision to run for the * 


Senate. The seven Democrats and 
two Republicans represented the 
whole spectrum of political attitudes 
from very conseryative to very 
liberal. Despite the majority of the 
voles being cast for conservative or 
modreate candidates, the most 
radical of all of the candidates, Jim 
Shannon, won the Democratic 
nomination, and the more liberal 
Republican candidates, John Buckley, 
won the Republican nomination. Jay 
Gaffney, who ran as an Independent, 
was the third candidate in the elec- 
tion. The nomination by the 
Democrats of a candidate represen- 
ting only a relatively radical minority 
of their voters presented the 
Republicans with a rare opportunity 
to seize the middle ground and win 
back this Congressional seat. ‘The 
question was - could they do it? 

At the conclusion of the primary 
election, Jim Shannon, the 
Democratic nominee, had established 
himself as a very liberal candidate 
with a firm view of the issues. This 
enabled him to win the support of the 
liberal Democratic activists in the 
southern towns of the District. His 
strength in these towns, combined 
with his home base of Lawrence and 
its adjacent towns was enough to give 
him the 23% of the vote needed to win 
the crowded primary, but the election 
would be different, He would have to 
‘shoot for a majority of the votes, not 
just a large enough plurality. He 
would have to overcome the possible 
resentment that many Lowell voters 
would feel toward a Lawrence can- 
didate since Lowell had become ac- 
customed to thinking of the seat as 
belonging to Lowell + he would have 
overcome the impréssion of radical 
liberalism left in the minds of many 
by his primary campaign - and he 
would have to minimize the impact of 
his lack of experience and his 
relatively young age (26). 

John Buckley, the Republican can- 
didate, had a wholly different set. of 
problems.” His'¢ampaign had remaine 
ed telatively inactive-during the- 
primary campaign, giving Shannon 
the advantage of momentum and posi- 
tion in the public eye. Buckley does 
not live in the district, depriving him 
of a political base within it and giving 
him the image of an outsider, despite

his service as Sheriff of Middlesex 
County. He had run for the Republ 
tion nomination for Governor earller 
in the year, making his Congressional 
effort appear opportunistic to some. 
He had not won the ‘primary by as 
wide a margin as most expected, even 
though he adopted a conservative 
position on economic issues that 
would appeal to the conservative wing 
of the Republican party. His 
organization had been weak, and after 
the primary, he faced the problem of 
strengthening it without much help 
from a Republican organization that, 
except for a few towns, was not strong 
itself, He had begun the primary 
campaign with the highest recognition 
factor of any candidate of either par- 
ty, Ninety-three per cent of the voters 
recognized his name, but he also had a 
relatively high unfavorable rating - 
14%, Only 80% recognized Shannon's 
name even after the primary, but his 
unfavorability rating was only 4% 
Still, Buckley's principal strength 
remained his high reconition factor, 
his having won election as the Sheriff 
of Middlesex County, a difficult task 
of any Republican, and his relatively 
high level of acceptance in the better 
educated, more liberal and, at the 
same time, more Republican 
Southern towns and the more 'conser 
vative Western towns of the District. 
His principle objective was to spread 
his popularity into the heart of the 
District, Lowell and its environs, and 
into the Essex County portions of the 
District, i.e. Lawrence, Methuen and 
Andovér, where Shannon had his base, 
and Buckley was unknown. On the 
issues he would have'to hold Shannon 
in his radical position, occupy the 
middle ground himself and give 
numbers of Democratic voters a 
reason to vote for a Republican, 
Gaffney had still a third set of 
problems as the campaign began, He 
ran as an Independent. He was well 
known in Tewksbury, from which he 
had been elected to the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, but he was 
little known elsewhere and lacked the 
credibility that he would have had as 
either party’s candidate, His 
organization was non-existant. He 
was virtually without funds, and 
without either the experience or the 
counsel that would tell him what to do 
‘or when to do-it. His only strengths 
were his personal qualities and his ex- 
perience on Beacon Hill. Both of his

There were then only six 
weeks to go. 

At the start of the election cam- 
paign a Republican victory was not 
foreclosed. Polls taken shortly after 
the primary reflected its results, the 
relative activity of the party can- 
didates and the registrations in the 
district, of which 42% were 
Democrats, 18% Republicans and 40% 
unenrolled. Eighty-two thousand 
Democrats had voted in the primary. 
Only 18,000 Republicans had. These 
early polls showed Shannon with 40% 
of those polled, and another 8% lean- 
ing his way; Buckley had 15% with 

% leaning his way; and Gaffney had 
5%, with 7% leaning his way. It was 
expected that with the fading of the 
effect of the primary, and the in- 
creasing impact of the other can- 
didates, Shannon's early advantage 
would shrink 

None of the candidates made a fast 
start directly after the primary. 
Buckley held a press conference on 
economic issues and Gaffney issued 
‘statements attacking both candidates, 
suggesting Buckley withdraw because 
the close primary vote showed he was 
not wanted by the Republicans and 
suggesting Sharinon was irresponsible 
in.his econoinics. Both attacked Shan- 
non for advocating wage and price 
controls in his advertising. But Shan- 
non, the one who could most afford to 
wait, was the first to place a 
newspaper ad, two weeks after the 
primary. Gaffney did no: have the 
funds to-do so. Buckley did not have 
the planning or the organization. His 
advertising staff wys not completed 
until two weeks after the primary and 
it was hot until then that he had a full- 
time campaign manager. 

‘There was little disagreement on 
what the issues were, but much on 
how they should be handled. Throvgh 
the primary and into théelection cam- 
paign, all candidates agreed that tax- 
es and inflation were the principle 
issues, Both Buckley and Gaffney had 
supported the Kemp-Roth Bill in their 
public appearances during the 
primary. Both had attacked govern 
ment spending as the cause of infla- 
tion and advocated reducing govern- 
ment revenues, i.e. taxes, as the best 
way to reduce government expen- 
“diturés. “Both supported reduction in 
“Wie Chpital gains tax as a spur to in- 
vestment, but though both talked 
about jobs, neither emphasized the 
positive aspects of their programs, 
apparently preferring the simpler 
task of attacking government as too 
big and spendthrift.

+ Shannon on the other hand had at- 
tacked the Republican candidates’ 
emphaSi’bn a large tax cut, claiming 
ti would be inflationary because it 
would just produce a huge federal 
deficit. Instead, he prescribed the 
radical remedy of wage and price con- 
trols. After the primary, he 
reemphasized his claim that the 
Kemp-Roth Bill or any similar 
measure would be inflationary, but he 
promptly began to modify his extreme 
position on wage and price controls 
and other economic issues. Late in 
October the President announced his 
program of voluntary wage and price . 
controls, and Shannon took the posi- 
tion that he had only meant that man- 
datory controls should be available to 
the President if he needs them, and 
that he should wait to see if the 
President's program will work, but 
that he would certainly need man- 
datory controls if the Republican- 
sponsored “irresponsible” tax cuts 
were enacted because of the inflation 
they would cause. His recommenda- 
tion of a government owned oil com- 
pany was explained away a3 a sugges- 
tion to guarantee more competition. 
Finally, as only a Democrat can do in 
Massachusetts, Shannon had Ted 
Kennedy, “Tip” O'Neill and Paul 
‘Tsongas campaign with him, endorse 
him, and appear in full-page ads on his 
behalf. He stressed in his ads that he 
was a Democrat (loyalty) and would 
be part of the “team'’ (influence 
behond himself). Throughout, Shan- 
non emphasized that government 
could be a positive institution, that the 
problems were not simple, and that 
there were no easy solutions. 

Strangely, half way through the 
election campaign, Buckley seemed 
to abandon the issues and began to 
concentrate on attacking Shannon per- 
sonally and on stressing his own years 
of effective service as sheriff. As the 
last half of the campaign moved 
along, he placed greater emphasis on 
his liberal record on gun control and 
marijuana use and deemphasized his 
position on economic issues. He at- 
tacked Shannon first on his failure to 
pay any taxes in the District and on a 
bank loan he had secured to finance 
his campaign. He claimed a “dirty 
trick’ when Shannon used a brochure 
in the northern part of the district that 
attempted to link Buckléy with Nixon, 
Watergate, etc. because he was a 
Republican. And over the last 
weekend of the campaign, he publish- 
ed full page ads attacking Shannon 
because of his alleged ““hideway'” con- 
dominium in Rio De Janeiro, Unfor-

tunately, there seemed to be little 
basis for the ad, a fact which was 
widely publicized, even in the Boston 
press, where Shannon had theretofore 
been able to secure little publicity. 

Gaffney, throughout, was the most 
articulate spokesman for the need for 
a tax cut and a reduction of govern- 
ment spending. He gave the impres- 
sion that he understood the economic 
issues and was more confortable with 
them. While he too attacked Shannon 
as a candidate, and stressed his own 
legisitaive experience, he did not back 
away from his position on the 
economic issues, 

All three candidates concentrated 
their efforts on the Lowell area where 
the largest pool of votes was 
available. None of the candidates 
planned to use television and none did. 

All coficentrated their media effort 
on the last two weeks of the cam- 
paign. Buckley was the only can- 
didate who had the funds to carry out 
his media plans. Shannon had to do 
somewhat less than planned, but used 
newsworthy publicity items, such as a 
visit by President Carter's mother, or 
Senator Kennedy, or President Carter 
himself, to fill in the gaps. Gaffney 
was the most restricted by his funds, 
but even he was able to mount a sub; 
stantial media campaij 
trating on newspaper a 
siderable amount of radio time, in- 
cluding Boston radio. John Buckley 
had a number of hardworking, 
capable people working for him, but 
was never able to put together an 
effective organization. While Shan- 
non’s organization was not strong ex- 
cept in the Lawrence area, it was 
much stronger than Buckley's. Out- 
side of Tewskbury, and later in 
Lowell, Gaffney had virtually no 
organization 

In th end Shannon won with 52% of 
the votes. Buckley received 28% and 
Gaffney 20% , 48% between them. The 
election campaign could only be 
described as dull. None of the can- 
didates had a very effective media 
campaign. Shannon was the better 
organized. Beginning with an es- 
tablished position in the minds of the 
voters, he had only to do well enough 
to hold his own. It was up to Buckley 
to carry the attack to him. Buckley 
did not. While Shannon's position in 
the polls went from‘90% after the 
primaries to 42% a week before the 
election, Buckley went from 15% to 
only 22%. Gaffney had increased his 
position to 11%. Twenty-four per cent 
were still undecided a week before the 
election. When the final results were 


in, all of them divided this undecided 
vote nearly equally among them. 
Despite the predictability of the 
results, there were a number of points 
that stood out. While Gaffney was 
thought to threaten Buckley with a 
split of the conservative vote and thus 
afsure a Shannon victory, this proved 
not to be the case. Despite the Lowell 
Sun's two day attack on Shannon and 
ringing endorsment of Gaffney, Shan, 
non ended up with 52% of the votes in 
Lowell and almost surely would have 
taken that city and environs even 
without Gaffney in the race. In fact, 
on analysis, it appears that district 
wide Gaffney took as many votes 
from Shannon as he did from Buckley. 
‘A second point deals with the ef- 
ficacy of targeting and organization. 
Shannon received a majority of the 
votes in only Lawrence, Lowell, | 
Methuen, Billerica ‘and Dracut, In 
each of the other towns, Buckley and 
Gaffney together received more votes 
than Shannon. Buckley received a 
majority of the votes in five of the ;

But, perhaps the most important 
fact of all is simply that despite the 
overwhelming advantage the 
Democrats have in registrations, 
their candidate won with only.52% of 
the vote, Forty-eight percent of the 
voters chose to vote for a candidate | 
other than a Democrat, 20% voting for 
an Independent. In effect the voters 
did not appear very happy with any 
one df the three. Considering the 
Democratic registrations, or the vote 
for King for Governor (58%), Shan- 
non's 52% was not impressive. Surely 
for Buckley, 28% was disappointing, 
and while 20% is a lot for an Indpen- 
dent, it was not impressively strong. 
‘The failure of the primary process to 
match a moderate to conservative 
vote with a credible moderate or con- 
servative candidate left a large 
proportion of the voters without a 
satisfactory alternative. Clearly, par- 
ty labels were not enough to interest 
the voters in this virtually issueless, 
dull campaign.

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Marion Street residents unhappy with water 


Last summer the Wilmington Water 
& Sewer Commissioners received 
$500,000 in federal funds, to improve 
the water system of Wilmington. New 
12-inch water mains were installed, on 
Chestnut Street, on Salem Street, and 
on Cross Street 

‘The idea was to improve the cir- 
culation of water. The new main on 
Chestnut Street connects directly the 
two standpipes, one off Hillside Way, 
and the other on Kelly's Hill, near 
Wilmington Center. The Salem Street 
main transports water from the North 
Wilmington pumping stations toward 
Kelly's Hill 

The result is a tremendous improve- 
ment, generally speaking. There is 
mofe. water pressure, almost 
everywhere. More water pressure is 
an added advantage, when it comes to 
fighting fires, More water pressure 
means better circulation, in some 
homes where pressure formerly was 
low 

But, not everything is good news. 

The Wilmington Water Com- 
missioners were visited last Thursday 
by a delegation from Marion Street 
There were three men, and four 
ladies. 

‘They had bottles of black water. 
They had clothing which had been 
washed at home. What had been 
white clothing was brown in color and 
looked as if, it had been boiled in 
coffee grounds. 

Commissioners George Allan and 
Arthur Smith knew what caused the 
colors. It was manganese and iron 
ore in the water they said. 

‘They were asked if they wanted to 
drink the water. Smith countered 
with a question asking if they had 
been at the town meeting four years 
ago, when the commissioners asked 
for $2 millions, to build a water treat- 
ment plant, down on Butters Row, 
The town meeting had turned down 
that request. Smith mentioned some 
ladies who had led the fight against 
the water commissioners. 

None of the Marion Street residents 
had been at that town meeting. 

One of the ladies in the Marion 
Street group was Donna Stanley, She 
had just moved into Wilmington four 
months ago and therefore could not 
have been at that town meeting. It 
was Donna who had the coffee colored 
clothing 

* ‘The water was worse now than it 
was last summer, residents told the 
commissioners. What are we going to 
do? 

Carefully George Allan told of the 
vote of the town meeting last spring, 
in which $2,750,000 was appropriated, 
four years late, to build that water 
treatment plant. Bids he said, would 
be opened in a week, and hopefully 
construction would be completed in a 
year. 

Smith added details on how the 


plant was costing more money 
because of the delay. 

The Water Commissioners, he said, 
have to act according to law. They 
couldn't do anything about the water 
treatment plant until the town 
meeting had voted for it. They cannot 
put in water mains. They must act by 
town meeting vote. 

The conversation went on for an 
hour. The visitors were tald how 
there is a lot of iron ore (boz iron) 
around, and magnesite, and how all 
towns in the neighborhood have 
problems. 

The fact that the Marion Street 
problem had gotten worse since last 
summer possibly indicated that it was 
the increased water pressure, from 
the new 12-inch main that was respon- 
sible. Marion Street, said Allen, gets 
its water from the Chestnut Street 
well. 

Mrs. Stanley asked if they could dig 
up the water mains, and put in new 
ones. She asked if the water pipe into 
her home could be dug up and replac- 
ed, or blown out, to get rid of the rust 

Yes, she was told, if you pay for it. 

‘The reason why there is so much 
rust at the end of Marion Street is 
because the water main is at the end 
of the line. There is no water circula- 
tion further on. 

It used to be, some years ago, that 
the man who had lived where Mrs. 
Stanley lives would rig up a garden 
hose, and run water off, in back of the 
home. This was impossible now, 
because there were new homes there 

It was also impossible to dig a well 
Allan and’Smith told Mrs. Stanley 
Allan said that there were bacteria, 
harmful bacteria, in almost every 
well, and Smith said the well had to be 
100 feet from a home, or septic 
system, or other possible source of 
pollution. 

‘The discussion turned to a possible 
filtration system, in the home of Mrs 
Stanley. Would the town pay for it? 

‘The town could not pay for it, said 
Allan. If the town meeting so voted, 
the water department could put a 
filtration system in every home - but 
the town meeting has to vote it first. 
“That would be an expensive solution 
to your problem.” 

Allan, while offering no help knew 
of her problem. 

“My best friends live on Faulkner 
Avenue, and they get iron ore and 
manganese in their water., Every 
time I go over there, I catch it from 
them.” 

‘The only comfort that the water 
commissioners were able to offer was 
that if the people went to one of the 
pumping stations they would be given 
all the water they wanted. Other than 
that they would have to wait a year or 
so, until the new water treatment 
plant is built, and operating 

Ken Motchsman, Water Depart- 
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ment superintendent, had the only 
hope for Mrs. Stanley. 

One of her neighbors, he said, was 
employed by the water department. 
If she made arrangements with him 


he probably would be glad to take 
home some nice clean Wilmington 
water, to the Stanley family. 

‘That, it seems, will be done - for the 
next year or so. 


Only traffic supervisors 
still unsigned

Last week's signing of a two-year 
contract with the Wilmington 
firefighters’ union has left the town 
with only one employee group with 
which to bargain. 

The firefighters settled for salary 
increases of $830 the first year and 
$975 the second year, bringing them in 
line with three other groups, unions 
representing the policemen, school 
custodians and town employees. 

According to Town Manager Sterl- 
ing Morris, the schoo! custodians, the 
first group to sign, originally settled 
for a percentage raise, leaving them 
with actually less of a raise than the 
second group to sign, the policemen. 
However, all groups have now been 
brought up to par with the newer flat 
rate, he said 

Still unsigned are the traffic super- 
visors, affiliated with the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME). 
‘The traffic supervisors have been 
negotiating with the town since they 
joined the union early last spring 

According to the group's 
spokesman, Dorothy Charbonnier, one 
of the main snags in the negotiations 
may be the issue of who is to be 
assigned matron duty. A complaint of 
prohibitive practices filed against the 
town was withdrawn last week after 
attorneys for the two groups reported- 
ly worked out a compromise solution, 

The matron duty issue arose last 
summer when a police staff meeting 
decision excluded the traffic super- 
visors from being assigned matron 
duty and gave it solely to the 
department's two'clerks who, like the 
traffic supervisors, are special police 
officers. 

‘The traffic supervisors charged that 
this was a violation of past practices, 
since they had always done matron 
duty hefore, 

Most recently, according to Char- 
bonnier, the town has indicated that 
because “we did do matron duty 
before, perhaps we should have it 
back.” 

Before this, she said, the town had 
asserted that it was a management 
prerogative to assign matron duty to 
whomever it pleased. 

Currently being retained as 
negotiator for the town is Alan Alt- 
man, the town counsel. Although the 


official language has yet to be for- 
mulated, he said, the town will be set- 
ting up a call-back roster from which 
the traffic supervisors and the clerks 
will be called on a rotating basis. 

“I would be very hopeful that we 
would be able to come to a speedy 
resolution,"” said Altman of the con- 
tract negotiations. Altman was only 
recently drafted into the mediations 
as a result of what he called “‘a com- 
bination of circumstances..."’ in- 
cluding the resignation of the town's 
previous negotiator, former Assistant 
‘Town Manager Peter Holtzmeister, 
and the fact that Morris is “jammed 
up" with preparations for the special 
town meeting and the budget for next 
year 

“I feel like a fireman,” said Alt- 
man. “The alarm rings and you go."” 

There are some, however, who are 
not entirely happy with the new com- 
promise on matron duty 

Peggy Perry, one of the 
department's two clerks, says she 
does not want to be included on “‘any 
list of part-time help.” Her co- 
worker, Edith Narduzzo, says she 
feels the same. 

“I don't, think it's fair for us 
either,” sald Perry. “We are full- 
time employees of the department. 
‘They have men specials who work and 
they come after the ful] time 
employees." 

Perry said that she thought one of 
the reasons the clerks were given the 
matron duty instead of the traffic 
supervisors was because the clerks 
were familiar with the routine and the 


rest sheets and take 
he said. “The traffic 

supervisors don’t know how.” 

According to Perry, when traffic 
supervisors dire called during the day 
it sometimes takes as long as 25 
minutes to’ get someone in: while the 
clerks are already there, No matter 
how long they are needed, she said, 
they must be paid for a minimum of 
four hours work. 

My clerical work does not suffer as 
a result of matron duty, Perry said. 
“When I leave the office, the only 
thing I leave is a typewriter.” 

Perry has been a clerk for the past 
five years. Before that, for 10 years, 
she was a traffic supervisor 
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Volunteers needed 
‘The Wilmington Drop-in Center's 
Visiting Association is running low on 
netive volunteers.

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Doucette depends on Dowd, 
Mullen goes with the juniors

Don Doucette, Wilmington High's 
rookie basketball coach, is going with 
a bucket full of enthusiasm and a big 
tree by the name of Dowd while 
Tewksbury’s veteran coach Dave 
Mullen has f'ie pledsant problem of 
finding enow; h playing time for eight 
talented jun ors. 

The Wilm ngton High hoop program 
took a step in the rebuilding direction 
a year ago under former coach Bob 
Milley, compiling a 10-11 overall 
record and a 9-9 mark in the 
Merrimack Valley Conference, just 
behind perennial powers Chelmsford, 
Andover and Lawrence. 

Cracking that elusive .500 barrier 
was a major accomplishment for the 
WHS basketball program that nutured 
the trig of Steve Woods, Randy Foster 
and Tom Stewart along until they 
played outstanding basketball in their 
senior years of 1977-78. 

Doucette, a former Boston State 
player devoted to basic man-to-man 
defense and the fast break, hopes to 
further that development minus thi 
trio, but aided by the return of 6' 
senior center Dick Dowd who became 
one of the better big men in the con- 
ference as last winter wore on. 

Five seniors, five juniors and a 
sophomore make up the team that 
Doucette hopes will light a spark un- 
der the dormant basketballifans in the 
town. “The style of gamie’that we're 
going to be playing makes for an ex- 
citing basketball team,” gushes the 
enthusiastic rookie coach out of 
Melrose High and Boston State. If you

saw any of those Boston State College 
basketball teams, play you'd realize 
that Doucette is deadly serious about 
at least attempting to run and press 
for four quarters. 

Mullen is an 11 year veteran of the 
TMHS roundball »... am, having 
coached the junior varsity club until 
three years ago when he took over for 
Mickey Sullivan when he moved wp to 
the Athletic Director's office. 

The Redmen had built a winning 
basketball tradition while Mullen was 
at the junior varsity level, winning 
MVC titles in 73-74 and 74-75 and 
qualifying for the Eastern Mass Tour- 
nament for three consecutive seasons. 
Tony Romano (now head man at the 
University of Lowell) Sullivan and 
Mullen were the coaches during that 
period of Tewksbury basketball 
camelot, but Mullen has yet to field a 
winner on the hardwood with seasons 
of 4-16 and 7-10. 

This could be the winter that Mullen 
points his team in the right direction 
with eight juniors stepping in to battle 
five seniors and a sophomore for play- 
ing time. All-time Tewksbury scoring 
leader John Hurley has graduated and 
gone on to the tenth man role at 
Fitchburg State along with running 
mate Ray Tremlety, Mullen also lost 
guards Mark Scamman, T.J. Caveney 
and Tom Saunders to graduation and 
he mbst fill those gaps with the un- 
derclassmen led by junior co-captain- 
guard John McNamara who could be 
one of the best players in the con- 
ference this season. 

The loss of” the bust-a-gut-board 


work and inside scoring of Hurley and 
the inexperience factor-are major 
Mullen worries as he prepares for the 
MVC opener December 15.

was the best center in the MVC down 
the stretch last year and from what I 
see now there's not any center in the 
conference who plays better two way 
basketball. You don’t often see that in 
a big man,” praises the WHS coach. 
Dowd will be the key figure in 
Doucette’s plans for defensive im- 
provement. The Wildcat center took 
three of the eight offensive charges 
that WHS picked up in a recent scrim- 
mage with a strong St. John's Prep 
team and figures to be roadblock to 
the basket for many MVC clubs. 

The Wilmington forwards, like the 
guards, are an inexperienced crew.

Doucette is confident that a 
summer of working on the fundamen- 
tals will make up for this group's lack 
of varsity experience. "Dave Woods 

is going to help us with his scoring 
from the corner. He's also the an- 
tagonist on our press defense because 
of his quickness and reaction to the 
ball. Sal Carbone is going to be the 
floor general on this club. We saw a 
lot of ‘rustiness in his ball handling 
earlier, but he’s been working hard on 
it,"’'said the Wilmington coach of the 
guard’ whom h: hopes can fill the 
playmakers role vacated by Steve 
Woods. 

“Neil Wetzler is a real good shoter 
who worked hard to improve his game 
over the summer. The same goes for 
Bobby Butler. Their outside shots are 
going to help open things up when 
teams start sagging to Dowd in the 
middle,’ advised Doucette. ‘‘Chris 
Nolan and Rod Millett will be splitting 
the time up front.

Wilmington has scrimmaged New- 
bpryport, Melrose and St. John’s Prep 
with a preseason tilt against St. 
Clements of Somerville scheduled for 
December 12 at the newly-painted 
WHS gym. 

Doucette gave a capsule review of 
each of his team’s scrimmages. New- 
buryport - ‘We didn’t have a hell of a 
lot (of plays) in yet. We went man-to- 
man and basically just worked on the 
defense.” Melrose - “I was pleased 
with the progress at this point in time 
This was our first good showing offen- 
sively.” St. Johns Prep - “We scrim- 
maged a very strong St. John's Prep 
team, one of the biggest teams in the 
area. I did this because I know 
Chelmsford and Andover have pretty 
big teams. This scrimmage definitely 
proved that we can play and bang with 
bigger teams. St. John’s was 6-7, 6-5 
and 6-4 up front with two kids 6-5 and 
6-4 off the bench. They were also very 
aggressive for a big team,”’ conclud- 
ed the former Boston State defensive 
‘standout. 

“Tuesday (against St. Clements) 
we're going to have the whole package 
together - with officials the clock, the 
whole bit,"’said Doucette who is ob- 
viously anxious for his charges to 
begin regular season play. 

Doucette likes to play the fast 
breaking, pressing type game that 
was favored by former Celtic Jim 
Loscutoff when he became coach at 
Boston State several years ago. 

The first year WHS coach has 
known nothing but this Celtic style of 
play throughout his basketball career 
and he wants his team to play that 
‘way as much as possible. 

“This team is going to play defense 
- pressure man-to-man defense with a 
fast breaking style of play. The fast 
break and the press compliment each 
other and that type of game is exciting

to watch. We're going to mix up the 
defense, using a trap and halfcourt 
pressure - but primarily we'll be a 
pressure man-to-man team. We do 
lack a little in quickness, but we'll 
make up for it with aggressiveness,” 
said Doucette who is relishing his first 
shot at putting his coaching 
philosophies into action. 

Doucette does not expect to work 
miracles overnight. There will be no 
MVC basketball championship in 
Wilmington this year. He does expect 
this group to hang in there while lear- 
ning the ropes, however. “I'm not 
that familiar with the conference, but 
L expect the powers to be Chelmsford 
and Andover. I also expect Methuen 
to have a very good year with a new 
coach from New York and a couple of 
new players,” said Doucette. MVC 
scoring champ Kevin Bradley also 
returns to the Ranger fold, making 
them a definite darkhorse along with 
Tewksbury. 

Doucette graduated from Boston 
State in 1975, playing for a year with 
former Tewksbury High basketball 
standout Jimmy Meuse, considered 
by many to be the greatest athlete 
ever to don a uniform at TMHS. 

“Jimmy was coming off the bench my 

senior year and he took my place 
when I graduated,’’ mentions 
Doucette. Meuse student taught un- 
derDoucette who is a phys-ed instruc- 
tor in the North Reading school 
system.

- Swain School was built as High S

The Town of Wilmington may 
s0on convert the Swain School, on 
Mi Avenue into an adjunct 
to the High School. So says the 
Superintendent of Schools. 

The school is named for two 
ladies who were teachers, each, in 
the Wilmington schools for nearly 
half a century - Carolyn and 
Henrietta Swain, The school had 
already served over 35 years as a 
high| school, and now has a 
quarter century as a grade school. 

It cost $35,000 to construct, back 
in 1914. It was turned over to the 
town on January 5, 1915. As a 
high school, when built, it had a 
capacity of 200 pupils, and had an 
auditorium capable of seating 250 
persons. 

‘There are many items about the 
construction of that school on 
which a person could comment. 
«Labor was donated by interested 
persons, for some parts of the 
work. The Womens’ Club of 
Wilmington paid for the in- 
stallation of a gas making 
machine, so that there was fuel 
for the stoves in the domestic 
science room, and in the chemical 
laboratory, upstairs The 
Womens’ Club, in fact, earned an 
extra vote of thanks from the 
Building Committee, for its in- 
terest in the construction of the 
most modern possible high 
school, back in those pre-World 
War I days. 

In addition to the domestic 
science room, and the chemical 
laboratory there was a physical 
laboratory, and a dark room, for 
classes in photography. The 


basement, which went down some 
eight feet or so below ground 
level, was planned to be big 


enough to accommodate a 
basketball team. 

Today’s basketball’ coaches 
would not use such a place. They 
would find it too small, but many 
an exciting game of basketball 
was played there, in years past. 

It could be mentioned that the 
captain of one of those basketball 
teams was Harold Waterman, a 
man whose obituary appeared 
recently in this paper. Mr. 
Waterman, who had only one 
arm, was an outstanding athlete, 
a three letter man. He played 
center in the High School 
basketball team, in addition to 
playing on both the football and 
baseball teams. 

The site for the high school was 
well chosen. There was level 
ground, the same level ground to 
be found in Wilmington Common. 
In back was a hill, that on which 
the present Buzzell School stands. 
There was also a pond, one that 
ran over. behind the Center 
School, as it (vas called later. At 
, the Center School was the high 
school’ today it is a curriculum 
center. 

‘There was, in that pond, a lot of 
frogs, a fact that gave many boys 
delight, and gave the pond a 
name. Frog Pond, for so it was 
called, was filled in, partly for the 
new high school site, and partly 
later, when changes were made at 
the Center School. 

The site. belonged to Charles 
Osbon. He sold it to the building 
committee for $2,000 - three and a 
half acres. 

Thirty-five thousands was 
appropriated in the March 1914 
town meeting, and the committee 
appointed. Herbert Barrows was 
chairman. Others were Caleb

Harriman, Fred H. Roberts, 
Dudley Purbeck and Howard M. 
Horton. A word of each of these 
men might be appropriate. 

Herb Barrows was a farmer 
and horticulturist. The Barrows 
Auditorium in the present high 
school is named for him. He was 
the chairman of the building 
committee, one of many positions 
which in which he served his 
town. 

Caleb Harriman owned and 
operated the tannery in North 
Wilmington, and was the em- 
ployer of many Wilmington 
people. He had been instrumental 
in starting the Wilmington Fire 
Department, and in years to come 
he was to be instrumental in 
starting the Water Department, 
among other things. 

Fred Roberts owned a candy 
factory, in Charlestown and lived 
in the big stone house, on 
Burlington Avenue. He and 
Schamiel MacIntosh and others 
were the people who got the 
Reading Municipal Light Co. to 
agree to service Wilmington, back 
about 1910. They had quite a time 
doing it 

Dudley Purbeck lived up by 
Silver Lake, in the big white house 
facing the lake on Lake Street, 
near Silver Lake Ave. He also 
owned the big hayfield on the 
easterly side of Main Street all the 
way from what is now the site of 
the Silver Lake Pharmacy, to 
near the Tewksbury line. Mar- 
jorie Road, Fairfield Road, etc. 
are now on that former hayfield, 
plus a lot of houses, and a lot of 
trees, and of course, a lot of 
people. 

Howard Horton was the fifth 
man on that committee. He was 
locally one of the best carpenters 
in town, and had served on the 
school committee for a number of 
years. When he was appointed to 
the building committee he was the 
chairman of the school com- 
mittee - 

He promptly became the 
secretary of the building com- 
mittee. There was, consequently, 
no lack “éf communication bet- 
ween the two committees. 

That committee built the school 
for $35 thousand. The only extras, 
today a very commonplace event, 
amounted to $33. That money was 
spent because of new laws, which 
demanded changes. 

It is interesting to note that 
Herb Barrows, for instance, could 
have been charged with a felony, 
under the statutes that prevail 
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today in Massachusetts. Mr. 
Barrows was the chairman of the 
committee. He did the work of 
digging out the cellar, and filling 
in that portion of Frog Pond which 
was on the high school property. 

For. that he charged, regular 
rates. 

And no one thought he was in 
conflict of interest, which he most 
certainly would be, in today’s 
thinking. 

Then, toward the last of the 
construction, when there was only 
a little money left in the till, Herb 
graded the front lawn, and seeded 
it. The committee paid for the 
seed. Herb donated the labor. 

The dedication of the school was 
on January 5, 19155, and the first 
class graduated that summer. 

At that dedication the State 
Superintendent of Education was 
the principal speaker. Two other 


speakers were the Honorable Levi 
S. Gould, and the Honorable 
Chester Clark. 

Gould was the chairman of the 
Middlesex /County Com- 
missioners. His subject was the 
schools of Wilmington, as he knew 
them. He spoke about the schools 
in Wilmington when he attended 
them, back in the years 1838-1842. 

Senator Clark ‘lived in the big 
white. house on the corner of 
Middlesex Avenue and Clark 
Street. Clark Street was named 
after his mother. He was an at- 
torney, the moderator of the 
Congregational Church, and a 
state senator. 


His subject, too, was the 


Wilmington schools. He spoke of 
the Select School, a school in 
Wilmington in pre-Civil War days 

The classes were held in the 
basement of the Congregational 
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chool , 


Church - not the present one, but 
the one which burned down in the 
Civil War. 

That school started in 1856, and 
lasted until 1865. It was called 
both the High School, and the 


Select School. Parents of pupils 
had to contribute to the cost of the 
education given. first prin- 


cipal was Mrs. Lusy Dunstan, of 
Andover. She left the school at the 
same time the first graduating 
class left, in 1859, as she was 
again to become a bride. 

The select school, the senator 
reported, lasted until 1865. Then 
in 1871 a new high school was 
started. 

The building which he was 
helping fo dedicate, on January 5, 
1915, was for that high school 
which had started, and of which 
he spoke, some 44 years 
previously

First team in the old ‘new’ school 


The first baseball team for the new 
Wilmington High School in 1915 (now 
the Swain School) was composed of 
boys who had been in the old building, 
later called the Center School. The 
classes moved from one building to 
the other during the course of the year 
So that in January 1915, when the then 
new high school was handed over to 
the town all the pupils were already in 
the building, and it was ‘classes as 
usual.’ . 

‘This was not the very first baseball 
team to wear WHS on its uniforms. 
There had been baseball teams for 
more than several years, although not

every year. It all depended on 
whether or not there were enough 
young men to play each year. 

In the team shown, that of the spr- 
ing of 1915,’ all the players who are 
standing in back were juniors and 
seniors, and in the front row there was 
one pupil who was only an eighth 
grader, Henry Porter of Columbia 
Street. Henry was a good ball player, 
so he was allowed to play occasional- 
ly. Later he was the pitcher, but on 
the team of 1915 he filled in where 
needed. 

‘The photographer, on this occasion 
was Joseph Parks. Joe was a pigeon 
fancier, who raised the all white 


strutter pigeons, the kind with fan 
tails, that used to be seen in those 
days. He lived in the house that stood 
where the Diamond Packet parking 
lot is today, on Burlington Avenue. 

Two games that were played, in - 
1915, can still be remembered. One 
was against Stoneham High, and the 
boys were proud of that one. Another 
was against Mitchell Academy, in 
Billerica, a school that no longer ex- 
ists. 

Only three players live today, out of 
the dozen men who made up that 
team. Henry Porter lives on Colum- 
bia Street, and Larry Foley lives on 
West Street, corner of Kilmarnock, 
both in Wilmington. The third player 
is Alfred White, who lives in Medford.
